One  Day  at  a  Time”  by  Marijohn  Wilkin  and  Kris  Kristofferson  is 


one  of  the  great  gospel  songs  of  all  time.  Some  claim  it’s  the  greatest. 
The  song  begins  with  the  admission  that  “I’m  only  human.”  It  then  asks 
God  for  help  to  see  “the  stairway  I  have  to  climb.”  Finally,  a  plea  is  made 
that  the  Lord  will  “teach  me  to  take  one  step  at  a  time.” 

Mrs.  Robert  E.  (Opha)  Bingham  of  Atlanta,  Ga.  knows  the  meaning 
of  those  words  from  experience.  A  longtime  victim  of  multiple  sclerosis. 
Opha  Bingham  attempts  to  cope  with  her  illness  in  a  positive  spirit.  In 
her  book,  One  Step  More,  Lord  (published  by  Broadman  Press),  Opha 
describes  such  everyday  routines  as  housework,  including  the  laundry 
in  the  basement  of  their  home.  The  book  includes  a  vivid  photo  of  Opha, 
slowly  climbing  the  basement  stairs,  a  basket  of  clothes  on  the  steps. 
The  picture  needs  no  description.  It  tells  its  own  story.  Opha  laborious¬ 
ly  takes  one  step  at  a  time,  up  the  long  stairway,  moving  the  basket  step 
by  step. 

Whether  in  illness  or  health,  poverty  or  wealth,  anyone’s  life  can  be 
lived  only  one  way— and  that’s  a  step  at  a  time.  There  are  no  exceptions. 
An  old  Chinese  proverb  says,  “The  journey  of  a  thousand  miles  begins 
with  one  step.”

“.  .  .'that  b ringeth  forth  his  fruit  in  his  season  .  .  (Psalm  1:3). 

I  have  noticed  in  bird  dog  field  trials  that  the  same  dog  does  not  always 
win.  Last  week  he  performed  admirably  and  caught  the  judges’  and  gallery’s 
eye.  This  week  the  same  observers  watch  again  remembering  the  last  per- 
formance  and  he  performs  atrociously.  Strange  how  it  never 
bothers  the  dogs,  only  the  people. 

The  same  is  true  in  bench  shows,  horse  shows,  cattle 
shows,  footraces,  prize  fights,  football  games,  track  meets, 
chili  cookoffs,  horse  shoe  throws,  beauty  pageants,  debates, 
political  races,  courtrooms,  Sunday  School  classes,  shuf- 
mSLfJ  fleboard,  billiards,  cards,  and  in  every  area  of  life  —  peo- 
pie  seem  to  want  ultimate  performance.  We  criticize  when 
the  hero  has  an  off  day.  when  the  music  misses  a  heat,  when 
BA  I^H  the  toast  is  too  brown.  Yet,  it  is  not  possible  for  imperfec- 
Fagan  tion  to  reach  perfection. 

Notice  that  the  grass  is  not  always  green,  the  birds  do  not  always  sing,  and 
the  visible  sky  is  not  always  blue.  A  silent,  steady  message  God  is  giving 
through  his  creation  to  you.  For  everything  there  is  a  season,  and  a  time  for 
every  matter  under  heaven  (Ecclesiastes  3:1).  There  is  not  always  laughter, 
harvest,  building  up,  dancing,  and  peace.  The  creek  does  not  always  run  with 
water,  the  lake  is  not  always  full,  the  maple  is  not  always  in  blazing  color, 
and  the  flower  does  not  always  bloom  Must  we?  We  long  to!  How  we  strive 
to!  We  push  to  demonstrate  that  we  can. 

You  and  I  are  people,  created  beings  ,  in  the  image  of  God,  yes,  but  fallen. 
As  believers,  redeemed,  forgiven,  and  even  indwelt  by  the  very  Spirit  of  God, 
yet  we  are  and  ever  in  this  life  shall  be  limited  by  our  humanity.  Our  only 
perfection  is  that  given  unto  us.  We  want  to  be  excited  and  positive  and  strong 
and  courageous  We  want  to  overcome,  to  be  conquerors  and  more,  but  often 
we  just  don’t  “feel”  it.  We  can  keep  on  believing  but  we  don’t  always  “feel" 
it.  It  is  hard  to  always  smile,  to  always  have  the  right  answer,  the  encourag¬ 
ing  word,  the  confidence,  the  assurance,  the  hope.  Should  we  expect  it  of 
ourselves? 

Does  not  God  say  we  are  like  branches  that  need  to  be  pruned  (John  15), 
like  trees  that  are  seaspnal  (Psalm  1).  Even  evergreens  shed,  don’t  they?  We 
do  want  to  be  ever  spiritually  productive,  but  is  not  even  the  fruit  of  a  righteous 
man  produced  “in  his  season”?  There  are  times  in  life  when  we  are  lonely 
and  dry.  The  water  in  our  well  is  gone.  But  in  those  times  of  drought,  of  prun¬ 
ing,  or  winter,  maybe  our  roots  are  growing.  It  seems  we  are  unproductive, 
but  growth  and  maturing  are  not  always  seen. 

I  don’t  have  all  the  answers  about  the  dry,  lonely,  unproductive  seasons  in 
my  life.  I  do  know  that  I  am  not  always  in  bloom;  however,  neither  are  the 
flowers.  God  understands.  Let  us  also  accept  each  other  and  ourselves.  Learn 
to  live  and  give  thanks  in  all  your  seasons.  The  most  beautiful  blossom  may 
be  in  the  making.
